She says it helps her in her profes- 
sion, and that she has averaged about 
25 hours a week watching it.

An Andover teacher, on leave after being charged last May 
with possession of crack cocaine, got a break from the courts 
this week, and reportedly plans to seek a return to his old job. 

Charges against Gene D. Rapisardi, an English teacher at 
West Middle School, were continued, allowing the incident to 
be dropped from his record if he Stays out of trouble with the 
law, according to reports. 

The “general continuance” granted to Rapisardi is less 
harsh than a continuance without finding that would automati- 
cally become a guilty verdict if he were to violate probation. 

Lawrence Police arrested Rapisardi May 27 for possession of 
crack cocaine after they found him talking with a woman 
known to be a prostitute, and he threw a Vial of crack under a 
car on Oxford Street. He was not charged with sol iciting a pros- 
titute. 

He later admitted that he took the vial out of his pocket and 
threw it onto the ground when police approached him, but in a 
pretrial affidavit, attempted to persuade the court to rule the 
vial inadmissible evidence obtained through an illegal search. 

“The police had no reasonable grounds whatsoever to sus- 
pect me of criminal activity, yet they ‘stopped’ and ‘seized’ me 
and the object discarded by me should be excluded as evidence 
at my trial because it came into the police officers’ possession 


Teacher gets break on crack cocaine charge 
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as a result of the violation of my rights under article 14 of the 
Declaration of Rights of the Massachusetts Constitution,” he 


wrote. 


Rapisardi, 48, of Methuen has been a teacher for 26 years. He 
is currently on leave from Andover schools pending legal 
advice to the School Committee as to whether to retain him or 


not. 


Judge Richard A. Mori accepted the plea arrangement 


because Rapisardi has no prior run-ins with the law. 


Rapisardi’s lawyer Frederick Fairburn said Rapisardi does 
not use drugs now, and did not use drugs in the months prior to 


his arrest in May. 


Fairburn reportedly recommended Rapisardi should be 


allowed to teach again. 


“He has been there, and can speak from personal experience 
about how devastating this can be on a career. | think he’ll be 


very open with kids,” Fairburn reportedly told the court. 


Essex County District Attorney’s Office spokesman Steve 
O'Connell reportedly said prosecutors may consider appealing 
the ruling. Prosecutors argued for a guilty verdict, one year of 
probation and random drug testing for Rapisardi during proba- 


tion.

Attorney Kevin Burke’s office 
has declined to press charges 
against the nurse who 
allegedly left a mentally 
retarded boy with cerebral 
palsy unattended in a bath 
tub filling with water. The 
boy, Ryan Fleming of Rocky 
Hill Road, suffered third- 
degree burns on his back and 
feet. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Jean Curran says the nurse’s 
handling of the situation 
would not meet the laws stan- 
dard for “willful, wanton and 
reckless negligence” that 
must be met for the DA’s 
office to press charges. 

“You hate to say it, but 
some accidents are just acci- 
dents,” says Curran. “There 
are some things you can’t 
prosecute people for. It’s not 
based on a dictionary defini- 
tion (of recklessness). It’s 
based on case law.” 

But Andover detectives 
seem to believe they had gath- 


Nurse fired, but not char 


ered enough evidence to try 
Moon Cozzens, the 45-year old 
nurse with 22 years of nurs- 
ing experience. Cozzens was 
fired from Optimum Health 
Care for the incident. 

Det. William Wallace says 
detectives were disappointed 
the DA’s office did not press 
charges, and he says when 


they told the boy’s mother of 


the decision “she was very 
upset.” Laura Fleming could 
not be reached for comment 
before the Townsman’s early 
deadline. 

Police borrowed a. ther- 
mometer from the health 
department and measured 
how quickly water from the 
Fleming’s tub faucet reached 
scalding-hot conditions, says 
Wallace. 

“We put the faucet in the 
three o'clock position, 
because that’s where the 
nurse told us she had it,” he 
Says. 

After 30 seconds the water 
had reached a temperature of 
135 degrees. After 90 seconds. 
it was up to 138 degrees, 

Another reading at the 


two-minute mark showed a 
125 degree bath and water at a 
depth of 3.5 inches. 

“When we turned the 
faucet all the way to hot, it 
tested out at 140 degrees,” he 
Says. 

Wallace says police don’t 
know how long the boy sat 
alone in the hot water, but 
they can make an educated 
guess based on the four-inch 
height of the burns on his feet 
and ankles. 

“We don’t know,” says 
Wallace. “Going by the burns 
on his feet, it appeared to be 
over two minutes anyway. It 
took about two minutes and 
20 seconds to get water over 
the (height of his burns).” 

Although the nurse told 
police that the boy must have 
put his feet directly under the 
faucet to get the burns, police 
don’t believe that’s the case, 
says Wallace. 

He says it appears the boy 
was sitting on a tub seat, a 
lounge-style chair that can be 
placed in the tub.

Open space 
vs. people 


At one level, a consultant’s report pre- 
sented this week provides ammunition 
for anybody who wants to limit residen- 
tial growth in Andover. 

It’s right there in the numbers com- 
piled by the Commonwealth Research 
Group. The town spends $1.06 in ser- 
vices for every dollar it takes in from 
residential properties. By contrast, it 
“makes” money on commercial/indus- 
trial (70 cents in services for every dollar 
it collects) and open space (40 cents for 
every dollar). 

But, as is the case with any set of 
numbers (a good example is the MCAS 
test scores released this week), one 
Should be careful about interpreting 
them too quickly. 

Judge everything strictly on the num- 


bers, and most people would stop having | 


families. After all, 
raise a kid.

On the other hand, it doesn’t take a| 


genius to figure out that open space isn’t 


going to require a whole lot of public ser- | 
vices. In the words of one official, it’s the | 


“best buy” for the town. 


But take that philosophy to its illogi- | 
cal conclusion, and the best thing to do | 


would be to flatten every building in 
town. Think how the tax rate would 


drop then. Of course, there wouldn’t be | 


anyone to pay them either. 

An old cliche says a conservationist is 
somebody who built his cottage last 
year. The point — and it is still one 


worth making — is that everybody in | 


town, particularly those who seek to 
block development, should remember 
that the home where they live was once 
open space. Somebody cut down trees, 
perhaps “denuded” a hillside, paved 
over some meadow and either destroyed 
or limited a wildlife habitat so they 
would have a place to live. 

Open space is clearly a valuable asset 
to a community. But it should be pre 
served selectively, in a way that benefits 
everybody, not just certain neighbor- 
hoods. Otherwise it is not necessarily a 
best buy, no matter how cheap it is. 

Finally, of course people are expen- 
sive. We’re messier than we should be, 
and we consume more than we should. 
We should work to remedy those flaws. 
But people are also the strength of a 
community. 

That is an intangible value that, some- 
times, numbers just can’t measure.

It’s still very much the month of 
November 1998, but I’m stepping into 
a time warp from four decades ago. 

I’m in Sister Kathleen Leary’s first- 
grade classroom at St. Augustine’s 
School. It’s only through something of 
a fluke that I’m here at all. This is 
Community Read-Along day at the 
school, in honor of National Literacy 
Week or something like that (I’m in 
the news business — I can’t be expect- 
ed to keep up with details about things 
like Literacy Week), and I’m only here 
because somebody better bailed out on 
them at the last minute, and they 
needed a second-string replacement. 

It’s pitched as a pretty easy hour. 
Read the kids a story, maybe ask them 
a few question, go downstairs, have 
some coffee and sweets and you're 
outta there. 

As advertised, it’s not difficult at 
all. In fact, it’s a pleasure. At the end of 
the half hour, the coffee is good, and 
the gingerbread men are world-class. 

But here in class, it’s a time warp. 


Outside, I’m still the white, middle- 
aged, skinny, bald guy I was a minute 
earlier, but inside the room it’s the 
1950s and I’m 6 years old again, wear- 
ing a plaid shirt, corduroy pants hiked 
up past my belly button, a belt that’s 
too tight and shoes that squeak. Sister 
Kathleen even looks a bit the way I 
recall Miss Foster, the kind but steely 
ruler of my classroom in the school- 
house just a block or so down the 
street from our apartment in Brock- 
ton. 

Sure, the room has changed dra- 
matically. There are no ancient hard- 
wood floors, warped and creaky, pol- 
ished with the grit from thousands of 
little feet. This is smooth linoleum. No 
wooden desks and chairs. These are 
all modern plastic. The desks are 
arranged in a modified circle here as 
well, instead of those military-style 
rows. 

But the atmosphere is just the 
same. The children look up, expectant- 
ly, as their reading guest makes his 
entrance guided by one of the moms, 
but they don’t make a sound. Their 
math books are all on the same place 
on every desk, all opened to the same 
page. 

They’re not even wiggling. I’m dis- 
oriented. Isn’t this the ’90s? Don’t all 
first-graders wiggle? Not these. 

Sister Kathleen smiles. Her hand- 
shake is firm, as I knew it would be. 
“Say hello to Mr. Armerding,” she 
instructs her charges. 


“Hello Mr. Armerding. God bless 
you,” the children recite in a lilting 
unison. 

I make my way to the front of the 
room, to the seat reserved for older 
people — the rocking chair. I sit down, 
and Sister Kathleen says, “OK, chil- 
dren.” 

Immediately they silently slide out 
of their seats and gather on the floor 
around the rocker, again barely mak- 
ing a sound. Of course it helps a bit 
that there are tennis balls covering the 
feet of every chair — a technology that 
had apparently not been discovered 
when I was in elementary school — 
but still, they’re so quiet, it’s almost 
spooky. 

That’s when it really starts to feel 
like my first-grade class. When Miss 
Foster told us we had to be quiet in 
class, to raise our hands if we had a 
question, and not speak unless we 
were spoken to, that’s what we did, 
because, well, I guess they hadn’t dis- 
covered that it’s unhealthy to require 
kids to be quiet every now and then. 

But beyond that, reading to the kids 
takes me back as well, because I can 
remember how desperately I looked 
forward to the 15 or 20 minutes each 
day that Miss Foster would read to us 
from one of the great autobiographical 
books by Laura Ingalls Wilder. 

Today, I read a book based on the

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Learning to live outside 
the bubble of comfort 


All of my life, I have lived in a 
bubble. I have enjoyed the com- 
fort and familiarity of knowing 
my surroundings, and although 
I have never considered myself a 
naive individual, I realize now 
that I have been extremely shel- 
tered. 

When I decided to study in 
Israel for a semester, I knew that 
my life would be altered, but I 
could never have imagined the 
magnitude of these changes 
until I arrived here in Beer 
Sheva and began to see these dif- 
ferences for myself. 

This summer, as I relaxed in 
the confines of home in 
Andover, I anticipated my expe- 
riences in Israel and what they 
would bring. Although I was a 
bit apprehensive about ventur- 
ing to a place in the midst of 
such extreme political strife and 
discord, my feelings of anxiety 
slowly dissipated as a new rush 
of excitement overcame me. 

Quite simply, I could not wait 
to leave. As much as I did love 
my life in Andover and at Union 
College in New York, I yearned 
to break out of the bubble I had 
so long inhabited. I sought to 
become immersed in a different 
culture, and I wanted to see 
what Israel, a place of such reli- 
gious and spiritual significance, 
had to offer me. 

Moreover, I needed this 
change not to make myself a dif- 
ferent or better person, but to 
add to the person I knew I 
already was. 

As I sit here now, almost two 
months into my semester, there 
is not a day that goes by that I 
am not grateful for having the 
opportunity to study and live 
here. 

I am grateful to sit in a class- 
room and learn about the Arab- 
Israeli conflict from someone 
who lives through it every day of 
his life. 1 am grateful to share an 
apartment with Israeli students 
while attempting to speak to 
them with the Hebrew I have 
learned. I am grateful to share 
all these experiences with the 
other American students on my 
program. I am grateful to be 
right here in Beer Sheva. And, I 
am grateful to travel throughout 
the country and to hike through 
the mountains of the Golan 
Heights or the Negev Desert 


always staring in awe of the 

natural beauty that surrounds 

me. 

Finally, I am grateful to 
pray at the Wailing Wall with 
hundreds of other people to 
whom I somehow feel connect- 
ed. All of this constitutes a part 
of a culture I would be unable 
to experience anywhere else. 

And, I do miss home. I miss 

my family and I miss my 
friends, but at the same time, I 
am glad to be here by myself, 
experiencing a different life, and 
fully appreciating the opportuni- 
ty I have been given. 

It is scary sometimes. When 
terrorism strikes the local bus 
station, I can not help but be 
afraid. I fear for my own safety, 
and as I look into the eyes of 
those around me, I know I am 
not alone.

Still, I have no desire to 
return home. Israel has and may 
always be, a state of deep politi- 
cal unrest. It is filled with people 
harboring feelings of such 
intense hatred and animosity, 
people fighting for a cause in 
which they firmly believe, that 
they are willing to sacrifice their 
own lives for it. I gaze at the 
nearby soldiers, guns hanging 
by their sides, the Star of David 
sewn proudly on their uniforms, 
and this is reaffirmed. 

I've come to realize that this 
political instability actually reaf- 
firms many things. On one 
hand, it forces me to remain 
aware of the severity of the situ- 
ation, yet on another it makes 
clear the passion that many 
Israelis have for their nation 
and the dedication with which 
this guides them through their 
lives. 

Most importantly, though, I 
realize that my own beliefs are 
becoming reaffirmed. My beliefs 
about Judaism, the state of 
Israel, and also the way I feel 
about myself have all been mold- 
ed and shaped in a way that 
makes me proud of where I have 
come from, and proud to be an 
American Jew. 

I have broken out of the bub- 
ble I have lived in for so long and 
I feel a sense of freedom and pur- 
pose.

The restoration known as a crown is the primary choice 
for teeth that have sustained damage due to decay or 
fracture.

Prefabricated posts are sometimes used and a core of resin 
material is added to provide support for the foundation of 
the crown. The dentist then takes an impression of the 
prepared tooth structure, which is sent to a lab where a 
crown is fabricated from the master cast. On the next visit, 
the crown is cemented permanently into place.

They can lead kids to choices, but can they make them think?

In the wake of the arrest a former student for drug 
dealing at Andover High School, administrators are 
towing a hard line and parents are wondering how to 


help, without condoning such behavior. 


New Andover High Principal Larry Robinson has 
already declared zero tolerance for drug use in the 
school. He plans to enforce the policy he used at previ- 
ous schools: students caught once on school grounds 
possessing drugs, a weapon or assaulting a teacher 
will be expelled. While no Andover High School stu- 
dents have been expelled after a first offense to date, 
Robinson has made them aware of the policy since he 


arrived, he says. 


Andover High School Assistant Principal Steve 
Richardson says about three to six students are 
expelled or excluded from school for drug possession 
in an average year, since the Education Reform Act 
gave principals the power to expel or exclude students. 


Prior to 1993, only the 
School Committee had the 
power to expel students, 
Richardson says. 

Expelled students are 
not allowed to return to 
school, while excluded stu- 
dents may be allowed to 
return after a term, a 
semester or a_ year, 
depending on the decision 
of the principal, Richard- 
son says. 

While principals have 
the power to expel or 
exclude students for drug 


MCAS results mixed, as expected 


The State Department of Education 
released statewide results Monday for 
the first round of MCAS testing (see 
results below). Local results will not be 
available until next week. 

According to DOE analysis, the 
strongest performance in grade 4 
statewide was in science and technology, 
and the strongest performance statewide 
in grades 8 and 10 was in English lan- 
guage arts. 

The good news? More than 84 percent 
of students in grades 4 and 8 tested above 
failing level in English language arts, 
and 88 percent of fourth grade students 
tested above failing in science and tech- 
nology. 

When it comes to math, students seem 
to hit or miss. At each grade level, mathe- 
matics had both the highest percentage 
of students performing at the failing level 
and the highest percentage of students 


performing at the advanced level. 

The MCAS (Massachusetts Compre- 
hensive Assessment System) tests were 
designed as part of an effort to raise the 
bar on public education and test the cur- 
riculum frameworks established under 
the Education Reform Act of 1993. 

Students in fourth, eighth and tenth 
grade were tested in English language 
arts, mathematics, and science and tech- 
nology. 

Students were not expected to score 
well in the first round of testing. 

According to the DOE, “At the time 
the 1998 tests were administered, many 
schools were still in the process of align- 
ing their curriculum, instruction and 
assessment practices with the state’s 
new learning standards.”

Woods says she will continue to meet 
with parents as results are released, and 
reminds them to keep results in perspec- 
tive. 

“We have to look at the big picture, 
education as a whole, and then develop a 
plan,” Woods says.

Friel says he also plans to work with parents, 
but reminds them that teachers are learning 
about MCAS for the first time as well. 

“It's a steep learning curve for us, too, 
We’re getting more detailed information. 
more broken down, than ever before,” Friel 
Says. 

Doherty Middle School Principal Floyd 
McManus says anything less than satisfactory 
results, expected in many cases, will say more 
about the test than it will about students. 

Principal Jade Reitman of Sanborn School 
says she’s not expecting to see her students’ 
best work, since they were affected by a 
“fatigue factor” of days on end of testing, and 
getting used to a new test. 

“We weren't sure the children could really 
demonstrate their knowledge, merely because 
they didn’t understand what they were 
expected to do,” Reitman says.

MCAS. 

“It's the biggest buzz around,” she says, 
and plans to continue workshops for parents, 
or perhaps more intimate “coffees” if people 
want to discuss results in small groups.

Most students know they would be 
expelled for having drugs on school 
property, Richardson says. 

Youth Services Director Bill 
Fahey, acknowledges that students do 
drink and use drugs, but in dealing 
with them, he prefers the direct 
approach. 

“I do think more youth groups 
should be asked about it. Talk to the 
kids themselves,” he says. 

Health Program Director Dave 
Nichols says he believes drugs in 
high schools is a national problem 
that may soon rival that of the 1960s. 

“It’s still not what it was in the ’60s, 
but its getting there,” Nichols says. 

Andover’s reported drug and alco- 
hol usage is just a little less than the 
state average, which isn’t too comfort- 
ing to Nichols. 

About 32 percent of students in the 
State are using marijuana, and about 
31 percent of Andover students 
reportedly use it, Nichols says. 
Statewide, 53 percent of students 


drink alcohol, while 46 percent of 


Andover students reportedly drink, 
Nichols says. 

“That doesn’t make me feel good 
unless we’re at zero percent,” he says. 
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One parent has accepted 
the fact that no community 
can reach “zero percent,” 
but is wondering how to 
help students in trouble 
after drinking or taking 
drugs without sending the 
wrong message 

Lisa Eustis, a mother of 
four, wrote the Townsman 
in the wake of a recent 
drinking incident that left a 
student in the hospital.

Advice on controlled growth 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

A consultant hired by the town has suggested ways 
Andover could work to control development. 

Ralph R. Willmer, Environmental Planning Director of 
McGregor & Associates, who spoke in town last week, 
said Andover has room for another 1,493 single family 
homes, and 4.5-million square feet of commercial/indus- 
trial building space. 

While he doesn’t foresee Andover reaching “build out” 
in the immediate future, it’s never to early to investigate 
ways to control it, he said. 

“It's unlikely that market forces would allow for 4.5 
million square feet of commercial/ industrial development 
in the next 10 years,” Willmer said. 

Some of his suggestions are already in place in town, or 
in the works, through local bylaws or policies. 

Willmer recommended some protections already in 
place in Andover, like bylaws including regulations of the 
site plan review process, earth movement, slope protec- 
tion and water quality controls. 

Other more “radical” growth control mechanisms may 
be considered by the board in the future, said Planning 
Board Chairman Michael Miller. 

Willmer mentioned that impact fees (charging a devel- 
oper some of the cost for infrastructure improvements in 
connection with a development) and phased development 
laws (preventing subdivision builders from constructing 
all the homes slated for a development at once) are ways 
the town can regulate growth. 

While legislating impact fees could have legal implica- 
tions, the town may consider a form of the phased-devel- 


opment bylaw, Miller said. 

Already in the works are proposed controls on wet- 
lands under the Conservation Commission. 

They were amended several times before failing at last 
year’s Annual Town Meeting and are expected to come 
before voters again this year, along with an open space 
development bylaw that won’t allow any increase in the 
number of homes in a subdivision, but would allow them 
to be placed in a cluster, making open space and possibly 
public access available around them. 

The open space bylaw also failed at last year’s Town 
Meeting. Miller suspects residents misunderstood the pro- 
posal, and were concerned that it would have allowed 
more homes to be built in one subdivision, which is not 
the case, he said. 

“The bylaw would also strengthen the quality of open 
space we get in these developments,” Miller said. 

Miller estimates that the town has gained more than 
300 acres of open space through cluster development over 
the last several years. 


Stand up and be counted 

To improve the town’s ability to plan and manage 
growth, consultants suggested improvements in collecting 
data and communicating with other town departments. 

As part of a study on the impacts of residential growth 
by Commonwealth Research Group Inc., the consultants 
suggested the town should be more aggressive in collect- 
ing annual town census forms, develop an entrance sur- 
vey for parents of students entering the school system and 
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New downtown planner hired

Downtown Planner Bran- 
don Koehler has been get- 
ting out to meet the mer- 
chants who make their 
homes on Main Street in 
Andover as the first part of 
his new town position.

Consultants analyzing the growth 
impact and potential of Andover say the 
town has weathered residential growth 
relatively well 

While residential properties cost the 
town more than open space or commer- 
cial or industrial development, residen 
tial growth has had little impact on prop 


erty tax bills because the 


commercial/ industrial tax base is 
large, according to Dr. Ernest T. Kendall 
of Commonwealth Research Group Inc 
(CRG) 

The group was hired with $20,000 


through a request at last year’s Town 
Meeting to analyze the effects of residen 
tial growth on town services. The report 
was presented last week to an audience 
of less than 20 people, and was broadcast 
on local cable stations 

According to the report, for every do] 
lar Andover raised in taxes in 1995, the 
town paid $1.06 for services to support 
residential properties, 70 cents for com- 
mercial and industrial properties, and 40 
cents for open space. 

The report also shows that residential 
properties account for 77 percent of rev- 
enues and 86 percent of expenditures. 
Commercial and industrial property 
accounts for 12 percent of property tax 
revenues and 9 percent of expenditures, 
while open space accounts for 10 percent 
of property tax revenues and 4 percent of 
expenditures, the report said. 

“Open space is definitely the best 


buy,’ said Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Miller. 

The 1996 Annual Town Report shows 
that property taxes accounted for 67 per- 
cent of Andover’s revenue in 1995. 

The fact that Andover spent more on 
costs for community services for resi 
dential properties than it took in resi- 
dential property taxes is not surprising, 
Kendall said in his report. But the fact 
that it had little effect on the tax levy, 
was surprising, he told the audience. 

‘Andover is a complicated 
urban/suburban center,’ Kendall said, 
adding that Andover doesn’t have to 
worry about the impact of residential 
development at the moment 

Selectmen John Hess attributes some 
of the strength in the commercial and 
industrial sectors to a good economy, 
“which won't last forever,” he said. 

Kendall said he doesn’t foresee the 
balance shifting. 

“The mix is so heavily weighted 
toward commercial and industrial for a 
community the size of Andover, you 
would have to do a lot of residential 
development before suffering, fiscally,” 
Kendall said. 

While the study found that the tax 
rate increased 79 percent in the last 8 
years, increasing the average tax bill by 
about 78 percent, it found that residen- 
tial growth was not the cause. 

What was it? The town spent more 
and received less. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski said 
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he agrees with the report findings that 
the tax rate has gone up due to factors 
including a loss in state aid, and the 
$38.5 million building project including 
Andover High School and two elemen- 
tary school renovations, along with 
yearly budget increases. 

Before the Education Reform Act 
took effect and redistributed the amount 
of state aid coming to local schools, 
Andover received more money for edu- 
cation expenses, including building pro- 
jects. 

In 1989, the state paid Andover $6 mil- 


lion in state aid, or about 11.5 percent of 


the town budget. By 1991, Andover 
received just under 5 percent of its rev- 
enue from state aid, and in 1995, state aid 
totaled 7 percent of the town’s revenue. 

Stapezynski said the town is making 
up for a loss in state aid through residen- 
tial property taxes, but the difference is 
cushioned by an increase in lottery aid. 
The town received $647,000 in aid from 
state lottery funds in 1990, and $1.4 mil- 
lion in 1996, he said. 

Taxes have also gone up in recent 
years, Stapczynski said, because the 
town had no money saved in the late 
’80s and early 90s to repair roads and 
buildings. 

“We're playing catch-up here,” he said. 

Hess said he thought Andover resi- 
dents wondering about their rising tax 
bills might be better served by compar- 
ing what they pay and what they 
receive to other towns, rather than past

years. 

The impact of residential growth on 
the school system was also a surprise to 
some, but not to the town’s planning 
Staff. 

According to Planning Director Steve 
Colyer, much of the impact on the 
school department comes not from the 
expensive new homes being built today 

some of which sell for more than 
$500,000 — but the sale of less expensive, 
older homes to young families 

This explanation was offered by a 
planning department report presented 
last year, and confirmed by the indepen- 
dent study reported last week. 

“We're vindicated,” Colyer said. 

Last year’s planning department 
report also found that only 14 of the 
more than 600 students attending the 
Bancroft School were residents of hous- 
ing developments built within the last 
10 years, a factor that showed school 
crowding was not solely the result of 
new development. 

This year’s report by CRG investigat- 
ed school population trends in Andover 
over 34 years, and found that if the 
school population follows the trend 
established in Andover over that time, 
enrollments would be expected to con- 


-tinue growing for another four or five 


years before they begin to decline.

Rev. Cal Mutii of South Church says 
the Thanksgiving holiday is particular- 
ly suited to an interfaith service. 

“Thanksgiving is a pretty universal 
emotion, the most natural common 
ground among religions,” he says. 

While Thanksgiving is a civic and 
religious holiday, Mutti says he hopes 
the service will highlight the religious 
aspect of Thanksgiving. 

“These days we often think in terms 
of entitlement rather than gift.

Main Street meeting held 


After Townsman press time Tuesday, 
a Design Consultants, Inc. conducted a 
public meeting at 7:30 p.m. in Memorial 
Hall Library to present a preliminary 
study of the proposed Main Street 
Improvement Project from Wheeler 
Street to the Shawsheen River. The pur- 
pose of the meeting is to obtain public 
comment early in the design phase. 
Plans for the project were available at 
the Memorial Hall Library reference 
desk as of Nov. 17. 

Described by Planning Director Steve 
Colyer as “a very linear project,” it will 
focus on travel on Main Street by 
improving traffic and pedestrian safety, 
sidewalks, crosswalks and pavement. 
The preliminary meeting is the first of a 
series of meetings on the project, 
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rimack Valley may make this power 
plant the fume that finally chokes the 
camel. 

The general deterioration of air quality

“All of these things I’m sure will meet 
the standards for state limits, but the 
impact is in the cumulative effect,” he 
says. 

He plans to urge state environmental 
agencies to study the cumulative impact of 
the proposal on air quality in the region. 

“It’s not something that’s usually done, 
but there’s a false assumption that if each 
plant meets state standards, then the pub- 
lic health is protected. We’re beginning to 
-See that’s not the case,” Penney says. 

He plans to attend a meeting with Dra-

cut officials to discuss the plant at 7 p.m. 
Monday at the Dracut Junior High 


One Andover resident planning to 
attend is Sheryl Poole, of the River Road 
area, the neighborhood in Andover 
expected to be most effected by the plant. 

A member of the Quail Crest Home- 
owners Association, which includes more 
than 50 members who oppose the plant, 
Poole expects the opposition to the project 
to grow to more than 150 by the weekend. 

“I feel very strongly that this is an 
Andover issue,” Poole says, adding that 
her neighborhood is half a mile away 
from the proposed site for the power plant 
across the river. 

Colyer agrees, and is keeping a close 
eye on the project. He and Penney attend- 
ed a meeting last week with state officials 
about the plant. Colyer says he is not con- 
vinced that the plant would have no effect 
on Andover residents. 

“If there’s going to be a plume, visible 
or invisible, I need some more informa- 
tion,” he says of the expected plant emis- 
sions. 

State agencies are in the process of 
reviewing an Environmental Notification 
Form (ENF) for the project, and may 
request a full Environmental Report, Pen- 
ney says.

“With 200 volunteers, the 
idea is to help drop a blanket of 
goodness across the Merri- 
mack Valley,” says Shaheen. 
“We provide enough food for 
an entire weekend, so people 
don’t have to go back to the 
dumpsters or back to the bread 
lines. This provides them with 
a holiday weekend.” 

But the delivery of food 
orders is just the beginning of 
Thanksgiving giving for 
Lazarus House. After thanking 
people at the Feaster Five for 
their support, Lazarus volun- 
teers and workers serve a meal 
to about 500 people, and then 
go eat dinners with home- 
bound elderly. 

“Year after year the same 
(volunteers) return so we have 
people adopting grandpar- 
ents,” says Shaheen. “For 
some of (the elderly) it’s great. 
They feel like they have a fam- 
ily again.” 


Job training 

Shaheen says 30 percent of 
the people Lazarus House 
helps have at least one person 
in their nuclear family work- 
ing a full-time job. But the 
problem is that many of these 
people aren’t making enough 
to keep them off welfare. 

“In working with the poor 
we’ve learned that you can’t 
keep a roof over your head and 
protect your family if you’re 
making less than $7.67 per 
hour,” says Shaheen. 

A person making the mini- 
mum wage, who has a two-bed- 
room apartment for $600 to 
$700 per month, will only have

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the rent is paid, she says. 

That’s why, when Lazarus 
House heard that welfare 
would be limited, it quickly 
put together a one-year job- 
training program it thought 
could help bring people back 
into the worthwhile work 
force. Shaheen says eight- 
week job placement programs 
were not cutting it, because 
many of the poor did not have 
enough experience or skills to 
keep a worthwhile job. 

The Lazarus program con- 
sists of eight weeks of class- 
room work, including English 
courses, and the teaching of 
pre-employment skills, such as 
how to conduct an interview 
and write a resume. 

If participants show the 
proper commitment to the pro- 
gram, they then become paid 
employees of Lazarus House’s 
Sparkle Cleaning Services. 
Lazarus House guarantees 
they will be paid $8 per hour 
for 40 hours per week. 

“Many people in the job 
program are people who are 
coming off transitional assis- 
tance. Obviously  they’re 
thrilled to find something that 
provides both a job and job 
training,” Shaheen says. “Two 
of our people came from jobs 
that they had. They were 
working 50 or 60 hours a week 
and were not making enough 
to support their family.” 

While the program guaran- 
tees a job, however, it also 
demands commitment. 

Lazarus House has asked 
two people to leave the pro- 
gram because they missed 
more than one class or 
appointment. But of the first 
group to engage in the pro- 
gram, nine people are now 
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Hi-Tech Inc. 
Haverhill, MA 


working cleaning jobs. Six 
more from a second group are 
taking the classes. 

Shaheen says one of the 
program’s success stories is a 
heroin addict for whom the job 
program proved to be the posi- 
tive support she needed. The 
women completed the eight 
weeks of training and worked 
several weeks while collecting 
her checks. 

“She never cashed her 
checks until she had worked 
for three weeks. Then she 
cashed them and gave them to 
a landlord, and for the first 
time in her life had an apart- 
ment,” says Shaheen. “We had 
worked with her for eight or 
nine years while she had her 
addiction.” 

Giving people the confi- 
dence they need to clean up 
their act, while cleaning 
offices or homes, is what 
Lazarus House and its job pro- 
gram are all about, says Sha- 
heen. 

“We need to restore their 
hope and their belief in them- 
selves before they can get back 
on their feet and into the 
working world again,” she 


says. 
The only problem so far is 
that the cleaning — service 


employees are working so 
hard and efficiently, some who 
hire them are saying they only 
need them to come by once per 
week, says Shaheen. 

“We’re not asking people to 
hire them for charity, but to 
hire them because they are 
good workers.

After 
that, we read The Legend of Scar- 
face, in which a Native American 
boy travels to the house of the 
Sun to win his bride. 

Sure, there are pictures in 
both books, but the effect on the 
kids is the same as I recall from 
long ago. They are charming and 
polite. They are scrupulously 
well-behaved. But that doesn’t 
mean their imaginations aren’t 
in gear. I can almost hear the 
wheels turning in their brains . 

And that’s why I hope reading 
to each generation of kids will 
continue forever. Yes, they’re 
growing up in a world where dig- 
ital-quality television and movies 
in the home will be as normal as 
the car in the garage is for us. 
They will probably have one wall 
in their homes covered by a giant 
screen, which will serve as their 
videophone, television, Internet 
connection and _ VCR/stereo. 
Their world will be increasingly 
visual. As the pols love to say, 
while lobbying for funds to dump 
computers into school systems, 
the kids must have “the world at 
their fingertips.” 

But they will miss one of the 
great joys of life if they are 
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develop a relational data base to 
allow departments to share infor- 
mation. 

One step the town has taken in 
that direction is the use of a GIS 
information system software that 
allows several maps of the town to 
be combined digitally, allowing 
planners to create relational maps.

But 
reading to them can also develop 
in them a love of books that car- 
ries the joy of imagination 
through their lives. 

That is a gift that can still 
blow away any video.

Just when it felt safe to 
go back in the theater 


I was sitting comfortably in SHOWCASE 
CINEMAS, enjoying a refreshing, ice-cold 
PEPSI when something hit me like an 
AMTRAK train. 

Studios aren’t making just movies, 
they’re making very lengthy and sophisti- 
cated commercials. 

This isn’t a new observation, of course. I 
suppose movies and television have always 
sold something during their shows 
whether it be a way of life of THE GAME 
OF LIFE. But whenever it’s as blatant as it 
is in Will Smith’s Enemy of the State, or for 
that matter last week’s Drew Carey Show, 
it’s still troubling. 

The sad thing is Enemy could have been a 
very good movie instead of just a pretty 
good ad for the technology (provided by 
companies like PHILLIPS). The movie’s 
fun. But because of all the focus on technol- 
ogy products, it leaves you longing for more 
time with characters like Gene Hackman’s 
super spook, and less time with satellite 
cam — the view of things from a satellite. 

There’s even a scene in Enemy where a 
group of government types name all the 
products Smith’s character has with him so 
they can replace them with identical prod- 
ucts that have tracers in them. Ugh. 

As for last week’s Carey Show, Drew gets 
sent to China as a practical joke and must 
find his way home with no money or pass- 
port. But the show just feels like a big 
excuse for him to get a free vacation while 
promoting McDONALDS. At one point, 
Carey even breaks into a song-and-dance 
number to the tune of an old burger com- 
mercial. Double Ugh. 

Perhaps it’s because of this that people 
repeatedly watch “new classics” like Jaws, 
which was on TNT Saturday. 

I can’t think of a single product place- 
ment in the movie. They won’t even call 
Martha’s Vineyard, Martha’s Vineyard. 
There’s no “I love Sea World” tattoo on the 
shark’s side (they waited until Jaws 3 for 
that), and the focus is on speeches like the 
boat captain’s soliloquy on shark attacks 
and delivering “da bomb.” 

Who can forget one-liners like “You’re 
gonna need a bigger boat,” when the chief 
first sees the shark? Or Richard Dreyfuss’ 
“I’ve got no spit,” as he’s lowered into the 
water? 

You may remember a scene in Jaws 
where Dreyfuss’ character reaches into a 
dead tiger shark’s belly to see if it’s the 
shark that’s devoured a little boy. It isn’t.

As a little girl, Marcia Huston was always amazed by the 
story of Helen Keller. Now, she gets to amaze others with it. 

Huston, of Garfield Lane West, soon will translate The 
Miracle Worker, Keller’s story, into American Sign Lan- 
guage, while the Andover High School Drama Guild pre- 
sents the play on the Collins Center stage behind her. The 
performances will be Dec. 11 and 12. 

The Miracle Worker follows the life of Keller, a deaf, 
blind and mute girl who learns to communicate with the 
help of teacher Annie Sullivan. 

Director Bob Lague says he’s wanted to produce the play 
for some time and it should be a challenge for the high 
school thespians. Having Huston translating the play also 
adds a new dimension. 

But Huston has as big a challenge on her hands as any of 
the actors. She must know both the attitude and the stage 
directions of everyone in the performance. Every word an 
actor says, she must sign — or translate — for the deaf in 
the audience. 

“T have to be totally familiar with everybody’s lines,” 
she says. “You also have to know the affect of each charac 
ter and each line. Every actor and actress presents them 
selves differently so you have to become them. You have to 
really become them.” 

With her back to the play for the entire performance, Hus- 
ton must also have a mental picture of where everyone is on 
stage. That’s important because she must shift her body to 
let the audience know which character she’s translating. 

She suggests that deaf people attending The Miracle 
Worker sit in the fourth through eighth rows in the front 
right of the Collins Center, so they can get a good view of 
both her and the stage.

“When I was young, I loved Helen Keller. I probably saw 
The Miracle Worker eight times as a kid. Maybe some- 
where back there it sparked me to learn sign language,” 
she says. 

If that was the spark, it started a slow-burning flame, 
since Huston first learned sign language six years ago. 

Now, the mother of two girls works one day per week as 
an occupational therapist, while also freelancing frequent- 
ly as a sign language interpreter. 

When her phone rings, Huston says she never knows

what she’ll be asked to do. She could get a 3 a.n 
emergency surgery. 

“Tt could be a tooth extraction. You have to have a stom 
ach for some of these things,” she chuckles. “Weddings, bar 
mitzvah, funerals. Everything you do in life, a deaf person 
does too.” 

And some of the deaf need interpreters. 

“[ve interpreted several childbirths,” she says. “Some- 


times the husband and wife are both deaf. If the nurse or 


doctor is telling them something, they can’t hear it.” 

But Huston puts translating at childbirths into a catego 
ry all its own — well, almost. 

“They’re as stressful as theater. I 1 
category. Everything else is equal,” she says 

“Although you don’t have to rehearse for the childbirt! 
thank goodness,” she laughs 


Huston says, to some degree, sign language interpreters 


are always acting a little bit. 

“Even when you're not interpreting theater, you’re por 
traying the affect and the (personality) of the person,” sh 
says.

Huston has alrea 
served as a translator for an Emerson Theater productior 
Streganno and for musical concerts such as Rosenschontz 

She also translated for Hillary Clinton when Clinton was

Michael Harkins says he loves the 
art of the deal. 

And that is mainly what he does, as 
a local, independent real estate agent, 
running the business his father, Ken, 
began in 1957. “I like it when every- 
body walks away happy,” he says. 
“The seller, the buyer and the broker 

- in that order.” 

But he’s also become pretty good at 
the art of the deal in another arena — 
the auction. 

While most of his auction work is 
also done in the real estate world, 
moving properties that are up for fore- 
closure sales, he’s also become some- 
thing of the go-to guy for charity auc- 
tions. Just in recent weeks, he’s been 
the man at the mike for the American 
Cancer Society’s annual wine tasting 
and auction, one for the Ballardvale 
United Church, and another for the 
Pike School. 

He’s the one who does the auctions 
for the Lawrence Boys and Girls 
Clubs. 

No, he’s not trained, nor is he inter- 
ested in being trained, in the staccato 
sing-song delivery of the classic coun- 
ty fair auctioneer. But he’s still 
become something of an entertainer. 

Carol Glidden, a Townsman adver- 
tising representative and a member of 
the local chapter of the American Can- 

icer Society, says Harkins helped make 
the society’s auction fun and prof- 
| itable.

It’s even easier to push the price up 
when spouses are involved. “We had a 
package that included a facial, flow- 
ers, a limo — a day-at-the-spa type of 
thing,” he says, “and I had a guy who 
wouldn’t bid over $500. I told him, 
‘What? This guy’s wife is worth more 
than your wife?” 

While he’s not looking for more 
auctions to do, since it can tend to 
invade his weekends, he says it is one

way he can use the skills he’s devel- 
oped in his business to give back to 
those in need. 

“It does get to the point where it’s 
tough to say yes to more (charity auc- 
tions),” he says, “but my wife is a real 
trooper. And it’s a way to help people 
realize that life is pretty good in 
Andover.” 

He says his favorite charities are 
the Boys and Girls Clubs, because, “if 
you want to see things change in a 
city, you’ve got to start with the kids. 
People who live on nice cul de sacs 
need to realize that life isn’t like that 
for a lot of people. It’s all about the 
three-decker in Lawrence.” 

For Harkins, it began in Lowell, 
where he grew up the second of five 
children in “a very loving family,” 
attended local parochial schools, 
graduated from Austin Prep and “was 
mature enough to know that if I went 
to college, ['d be out of there in about 
six months.” 

So instead he learned the real 
estate trade from his father. He did 
attend Plymouth State later, but 
cheerfully admits he’s been trained 
much more by experience than by 
academics. 

His office remains one of a dimin- 
ishing number of independent “bou- 
tique-style” real estate offices. And he 
says one of the things that helped his 
firm survive the crash of the late 
1980s and early ‘90s was doing auc- 
tions —- another skill he learned from 
his dad. 


“My father is an MC-type of guy. 
He’d be lost outside of Lowell, but in 
town, he’s like the mayor of the city. 
He’s Mr. Lowell. So I'd tag along to 
these auctions when I was a kid. 

“Then, when the market tanked in 
the 1980s, a lot of (real estate) offices 
closed. It helped us that we had 
longevity and a good client base, but 
we also did a lot of (foreclosure) auc- 
tions. I was doing 40 a month at one 
point — two or three a day.” 

Even those are enjoyable, he says, 
since by the time a property gets to a 
foreclosure sale, “all avenues of try- 
ing to salvage it have been exhausted. 
Everybody knows this is the reality, 
and in many cases, the owner has 
vacated. 

“It’s hard ball,” he says. “People 
come with a $5,000 nonrefundable 
check, with the balance due in 30 
days. Everybody knows the rules of 
the game.” 

But he does take more pleasure in 
being an agent for raising money for 
good causes. The early charity auc- 
tions he did in 1990 and ’91 pulled in 
perhaps $25,000. 

“The one for Pike just grossed 
$190,000,” he says, “and the last Boys 
Club one took in $92,000. There were 
things (at the Pike auction) like a 1954 
Jeep that went for $5,500. There was a 
trip to Germany, where you got to 
drive a brand-new Mercedes, and stay 
in four-star hotels. That went for 
$12,000.”

The average tom turkey can weigh 
between 23 and 35 pounds when it 
reaches the market, while the hen 
usually ranges from 12 to 15 pounds.

“Alcohol alone sets drivers up for 
accidents, but alcohol combined with
